Ships for Land 
One of the most remarkable ‘‘ deals ”’ 
in the history of nations has been con- 
cluded between Great Britain and the 
United States. It had been rumoured 
widely for some time past, but until the 
last moment there had been some doubt 
whether, in fact, so delicate a transfer 
could be arranged. Briefly, Great Britain 
has offered the United States a 99-years’ 
lease of naval and air bases in New- 
foundland and Bermuda as a free gift, 
and a similar lease of bases in the 
Bahamas, Jamaica, Santa Lucia, Trinidad, 
Antigua and British Guiana “in 
exchange for naval and military equip- 
ment and material.” This “ equipment 
and material ’’ will take the form of fifty 
of the United States’ so-called ‘‘ over-age ”” 
destroyers, 1,200-ton vessels carrying an 
armament similar to that of many 
destroyers of the Royal Navy. The 
advantages to both sides are many and 
ma Great lBritain’s Navy is 
powerful; indeed, but against so deter- 
mined a foe as Germany—especially since 
she has been reinforced by the Italian 
Fleet in the Mediterranean—no navy 
could be too large. A substantial number . 
of British destroyers has been lost since

It 
represents, in every respect, an accretion 
of power to Great Britain, and we have no 
doubt that the bargain’s legality, in terms 
of international law, will be challenged. 
The Americans, however, are satisfied that 
no sin has been committed either against . 
international law, or—what is at least as 
important in their eyes—against their own 
law. The ‘‘cash-and-carry”’ system will 
be maintained: Britain must send crews 
across the Atlantic to sail the destroyers 
home, It is pointed out that an offence 
would be committed against American 
statute law if the Government should sell 
or present any of the new “mosquito 
boats,” now under construction, to Great 
Britain; but the over-age destroyers, 
which were “ not built, armed or equiped 
to enter the service of a belligerent,’’ do 
not come into the same category. 
President Roosevelt, as we think, will not 
have to faca severe opposition even from 
his country’s ‘‘isolationists’’: the most 
fervid ‘‘ isolationist’’ is anxious to secure 
the United States against danger of 
assault, and the hargain with Britain is 
@ very potent guarantee of security. 
Interesting rumours fill the air. The 
President is said to have dropped a hint 
that ‘‘ further history-making steps’’ may 
be taken “to provide additional distant 
bases for the protection of the United 
States and the Western Hemisphere.” 
Can he have been implying that there is 
some question of a deal between his nation 
and Great Britain for the lease or transfer 
of Hong Kong, and, possibly, of Singapore? 
British power in the Far East has declined 
to a substantial degree, because it is a 
clear impossibility that ships of war, 
which are needed so sorely for the blockade 
of Germany and the defence of the United 
Kingdom itself, can be spared for the 
policing of the Pacific. The United States 
is the only Power in a position to check 
the confessed aspirations of Japan to 
dominion over Western Asia, and, if she 
could reinforce her bases in the 
Philippines with two of Britain’s most 
valuable possessions, her strategic hold 
would be made enormously stronger. 
Complacency was apt to be an American 
vice until recently, but it has suffered a 
shock from the onrush of Herr Hitler's 
legions over Continental Europe and from 
the realisation that Great Britain alone 
is left to maintain the banner of 
belligerent democracy. For the first time, 
the United States must look to her eastern 
frontiers—which she always has assumed 
in the past to be coincident with the 
British Navy. She must keep ward over 
two fronts that extend over thousands of 
miles from her shores. It is easy, in such 
circumstances, to believe that President 
Roosevelt feels pride in the result of his 
stewardship—a result which has brought 
new strength to his nation. 


Charity i 

St. Paul's Epistle to the Corinthians 
warns us that “ charity suffereth long,” 
and that well might have been the text for 
some words of advice to the charitably 
disposed citizen proffered by District 
Justice Little in his court. Few chapters 
of the Bible. indeed, have been quoted 
more often than that which ends with the 
words, “ And now abideth faith, hope, 
charity, these three; but the greatest of 
these is charity.” The Apostle, however, 
had in 1° “3 much more than the mere 
giving of alms. He was concerned with 
the charity of the spirit. Mr. Little was 
not. Before him, in the dock, were two 
prisoners who had pleaded guilty to the 
obtaining of several: sums of money by 
means of plausible tales about sick and 
‘starving children dependent upon them for 
sustenance, Several men and women who 
had subscribed generously to the prisoners’ 
appeals were in court, and, addressing 
them, Mr. Little pointed out that in 
Dublin there are plenty of admirable 
societies to which the charitably disposed 
person may subscribe with the confident 
expectation that his money will be diverted 
to worthy purposes. People in the city, 
he said, had no need to fear that they 
would become the victims of fraudulent 
imposition; for the charitable organisa- 
tions had a perfect system of record and 
supervision, and knew where assistance 
most usefully could be lent. This advice 
by the Senior District Justice is deserving 
of attention. There are, we understand, 
over one hundred charitable organisations 
in the City of Dublin, and it is fair to

The Bishop’s Plea 


The Bishop of Down and Connor and 
Dromore enjoys a reputation for courage, 
and the article which he contributes to the 
current issue of the Diocesan Messenger, 
criticising what we may call. “ Vic- 
torianism "’ in. church architecture and 
decoration, ought to enhance that reputa- 
tion. There is nothing so dignified in 
churches, he says rightly, as space. He 
goes on to suggest that, ‘‘ where there are 
pews, the authorities should ask them- 
selves whether all these pews are likely 
to be used except at the Harvest Festival 
during the next ten years. If they are 
not, then the number should be reduced.”’ 
He speaks with disfavour of the 
** Victorian embroidery and grubby 
fabrics’’ which are so popular in many 
churches—or would it be more accurate to 
say that they were popular forty years 
ago, and that nobody just ever has taken 
the trouble to change them? “ With 
regard to colour,” he says at a later 
stage, “it is right to choose what is fresh 
and vital, and avoid what is lifeless and 
dull. Our churches so often have miser- 
able frontals and curtains. They speak 
only of death and stagnation.’’ He makes 
a plea, too, for a cértain amount of clear 
glass “to let in God's sunlight.’’ There 
are many people in Ireland to-day who, if 
these words came from the mouth of an 
undergraduate, would regard them as 
“frivolous talk,’’ and would shake their 
heads over the disrespectful tendencies of 
the younger generation ; but as the: words 
come from such a highly responsible 
person as a hishop of the Church, they 
may be compelled to give them some 
serious thought. Let us not allow old 
prejudice to deny what is truth. The 
Victorian age was a very solid and worthy 
period of history, but, so far as the 
arts of building and decoration are 
concerned, it was a very dull and 
stodgy period, which produced little 
of real beauty. It was the day of frills 
and fripperies, of heavy ornament, horse- 


“hair sofas, antimacassars, and cosy, over- 


crowded rooms; and these motives it 
carried even into its churches. Let there 
be more spaciousness, in the churches by 
all means. Anybody who has seen the 
impressive emptiness of places like York 
Minster or the nave of Westminster 
Abbey will realise the meaning of space 
in @ building. Let us get away from the 
atmosphere of the rather frowzy, over- 
crowded waiting-room which is all too 
common, and, if we cannot afford ‘‘ storied 
windows richiy dight’’ from the atelters 
of the best modern artists, let us then 
have plain glass, with God’s blue sky and 
golden sunlight for a window.

It is also a living witness to the 
extremely sound sense of the Mount Street 
Club’s philosophy. 

However, I am not writing a leading 
article. I am merely recommending my 
readers—who, to judge from my cor- 
respondence, are not a few—to make their 
way to Larkfield on Saturday. 

They will enjoy themselves, and, if it 
appeals to them, they can bear in mind 
that they will be doing a very useful job 
of: work, inasmuch as every shilling con- 
tributed to the funds of the Mount Street 
Club means that an unemployed member 
can earn in return for his work over half- 
a-crown’s worth of benefit in the shape of 
food, clothing, furniture, and, as the 
Americans are understood to say, what 
have you.

50,000 TONS OF TURF 


Between five and six hundred have 
been working on it this year, one family of 

rents and five sons, all hard workers, earn- 
ing as much as £9 a week on the 
of turf. It is Ireland’s No. 1 bog, the biggest 
production of machined peat fuel, the 
quantity of cut turf having increased from 
17,000 tons last year to 50,000 tons this year, 
and it is anticipated that an even greater 
production will be reached next year in spite 
of the fact that the three cutting machines in 
operation represent only half of the plant 
which the Board intended to operate. War 
conditions have prevented the other three 
machines from reaching this country. _ 

The fact that any one of those machines, 
each weighing some 30 tons, can. operate on 
formerly impassable ground, is a tribute in 
itself to the efficiency with which the 


herculean work of drainage was carried out, | 


and the technical skill with which heavy hi 
tension electricity lines were carried over 
sodden territory. Each of the machines now 


runs a distance of four miles on each of the | 


several cuttings in the bog, and many of 


those who tested it yesterday found the surface | 


perfectly dry, and resembling, in its sprin 
surface, the mattresses of the beds in t 
great camp on the outskirts of the area, 
which houses one hundred and fifty workers, 
many of whom are from Dublin City. 

Through slow, deliberate and hard work, 
@ substantial measure of success already has 
been achieved at Clonsast, and it is antici- 
pated that, while this year, with a 
market for the turf, production costs will be 
met, next year these will be reduced to such 
an extent that an appreciable profit will be 
achieved. Already houses are ing up 
around the bog, thanks to the Offaly Coun 
Council, and more of them are ‘ 
With a return to normal conditions, it is 
hoped to set up on the bog a large electricity 
generating station, which will consume the 
bulk of the production for several years. 

On the question of the relative value of 
turf as against coal, a test has been carried 
out recently at Messrs. O’Meara, bacon 
curers, Limerick, as a result of which a 
saving of 24 per cent. by the use of turf for 
industrial purposes is claimed.

R. C. Barton, chairman of the Board, told 
the guests at a luncheon that on the basis 
of the achievements at Clonsast, Turraun and 
Pyrecrumpane, they looked forward to an 
extension of the Board’s activities.

Belfast's £11,000,000 Debt.—The total debt

Forty 
members reside at the farm, and each of these 
is assigned to a job which will suit his par 
ticular training. Consequently, all. building, 
plumbing, entry, cooking, and even 
butchering, ‘a dene by members.

service, with hot and cold water, which the 
men have installed themselves.
